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NHL — Part 4; Autographs — Part 3

The fourth set, in a five-series, of NHL stamps 
were released September 23, 2016. This fourth 
installment of stamps feature “great” Canadian- 
born forwards of the NHL: Sidney Crosby, Phil 
Esposito, Guy Lafleur, Mark Messier, Darryl Sittler 
and Steve Yzerman.

Canada Post kept a tight lid on the players 
involved in this year’s issue. My local post office 
made it very clear that they could not say anything about the players or the 
products involved until their date of release (a visit to a post office in Winnipeg 
provided me with a viewing of the stamps a couple days prior to their release 
— they obviously didn’t get the ‘memo’ about not saying anything!). 





This year’s NHL stamps include the following: 


e 6x Permanent™ Forwards in a self-adhesive booklet pane of six. 

e 6x Permanent™ Forwards in a water-activated gummed pane of six. 

e 6 x $1.80 Forwards in self-adhesive souvenir sheets of one each, but only 
sold in a package of all six. [There are two specific $1.80 rates currently in 
place: ‘domestic non-standard and oversize’ up to 100g, and USA ‘standard 
letters and cards’ over 30g up to 50g.] 


Other NHL Forwards products have also been released, including framed 
prints and related coins issued by the Royal Canadian Mint. 


The $1.80 souvenir sheets are packaged in the same manner as in previous 
years. The fairly large sheets are the size of collector hockey cards usually found 
in bubble gum packages. A self-adhesive stamp, nearly the full size of the pane, 
can be removed from the sheet. The back of 
the sheet contains statistics of the player being 
honoured. Ten packages are included in a 
box which, when displayed, looks just like JECO SEIS 
the bubble gum displays of years past. Very 
clever packaging on Canada Post’s part, but as 
I have said in the past, are the stamps really 
necessary? 





One of the most intriguing promotions for 
these stamps is that all six players have signed 
a small quantity of the $1.80 souvenir sheets, 
which have been randomly placed in 1-in- 
40 packages of six. The quantities of signed 
sheets are: Sidney Crosby (100), Phil Esposito 
(400), Guy Lafleur (500), Mark Messier (500), 
Darryl Sittler (500) and Steve Yzerman (500).

BNAPEX 2016 


BNAPEX 2016 has just ended, and from a couple of reports I have heard it was a fantastic show. Garfield Portch, Vice 
President of the Vincent Graves Greene Philatelic Research Foundation, wrote to me: 


BNAPEX was one of the best and most enjoyable stamp shows / conventions that I have ever attended. It seemed that everything 
work as planned. The planning committee really did their homework. 


There were 158 frames of competitive exhibits representing 43 exhibits. About half of them earned gold medals so there was really 
high quality stuff. The scheduled breakout sessions were run on time and were sufficiently varied that I attended 8 of them. The social 
side was typical BNAPS - lots of camaraderie with active after hours meetings in the hotel lounge. About a dozen dealers attended 
and, according to my casual polling, they were all very happy with the commercial activity on the floor. The hotel and facilities 
were well suited to the convention with good rooms at a reasonable price, a good dining room and cafe, a comfortable lounge and an 
excellent room for the show. What more could one ask? 


There should be no complaints from any attendees this year.

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Canada Post's OFDCs: A Goldmine of Information

I had the opportunity recently to scan a collection of nearly all of Canada Post's official first day covers (OFDC). The 
first of these was released with the Maple Leaves in Four Seasons: Spring stamp issue of April 14, 1971 (Scott 535). 


Many avid first day cover collectors likely consider that issue as the ‘start of the end’ of the popularity of first day 
cover collecting in Canada. From that point on most collectors began buying the “official” first day cover of a new 
stamp’s release directly from Canada Post. As a result, the many independent first day cover providers at the time 
quickly disappeared from the collecting scene. 


With that said, Canada Post’s OFDCs certainly 
do provide some great information on the back of 
the covers. The first cover to have something on the 
back was the 1979 Flying Boats stamp issue (Scott 
843-846), albeit just five short lines of print. As time 
went on more and more background information of 
the stamp(s) release was included on the back of the 
first day covers. 


The wealth of information included on the 
OFDCs is astounding, and is typically not the same 
2 i i , a 079-11-15 § 
information as provided in the new issue stamp Ama cps 
announcements (i.e. Details). 


For a new issue collector or perhaps the 
exhibitor of modern stamps, I would strongly 
recommend the study of Canada Post’s OFDCs.

The third installment of Canada Post’s NHL high-value stamps issued with hard-to-find autographs were issued 


September 23, 2016. This year, all six players signed the hockey card-looking stamps.

As in previous years, the $1.80 NHL player stamps are packaged, and sold, as a set of 6. 
And, as in previous years, 1-in-40 packages contains an autographed example. If you go the 
route of buying the packaged stamps from your local post office, then 40 packages would 
cost you 40 x 6 stamps x $1.80 per stamp = $432.00, plus applicable taxes. 


The other alternative to obtaining these autographed stamps is via a dealer or auction. 


I have been compiling a list (including images) of all of the autographed stamps that 
have appeared on eBay. Interestingly, the stamps were released on Friday, September 23 and 
the first listing on eBay appeared within a couple of hours of their release! 


Not surprisingly, the Sidney Crosby signature is proving to be the most popular 
autograph. One reason is the low quantity (although the quantities are not noted in Details). 
It is not only stamp collectors who are showing an interest in this (and all signed) stamp(s) ... 
sports and autograph collectors are also wanting these stamps. 


Did you know that Tim Hortons is also having a hockey card promotion on at the 
moment? There just happen to be 87 signed Crosby cards available (‘87’ is Crosby’s hockey 
jersey number). At least one has sold on eBay for over C$1,200. 


Following is a list, as of October 12, of the listings and sales of the 2016 NHL Great 
Canadian Forwards autographed stamps as offered on eBay. Based on the seller information 
(name, location, category) it is quite apparent that hockey card dealers are buying large

Canada Post released a set of Permanent™ stamps on September 23 to 
‘honour’ NHL Great Canadian Forwards. Six stamps were issued in both self- 
adhesive and water-activated gum (wag) versions. 


Not counting souvenir sheets, this is the tenth water-activated gum stamp 
issue to be released by Canada Post since the postage rates rose to 85¢ on March 
31, 2014. What is significant about that? Since the new 85¢ rate went into effect, 
Canada Post is no longer selling single domestic-rate stamps. In order to ensure 
that single stamps of these water-activated stamps are not removed from a 
pane and sold individually, the full panes are only distributed and sold in a 
shrink-wrapped package. 


All of these shrink-wrapped offerings include the shrink-wrap package, 
full panes of the water-activated gum stamps, and an advertising ‘card’ (printed 
on both sides).

Canada Post's official first day cover of the 2011 Sunflower coil issue 
(Scott 2441-2442) included details of the printing of Lowe-Martin coils, 
including an illustration of the large printed roll. It noted that there are 
approximately 1,000,000 stamps per roll. This is significant. Since Canada Post does not release printing quantities of 
definitives, we could estimate how many stamps were printed if we had enough reports of the coil box printing data.

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The Evolution of “Traffic Lights” and Enhanced Tagging Features 


ESG member Gary Norris has been developing a couple of 
interesting databases (using Microsoft Excel spreadsheets). 


One of these includes images of all of the “traffic light” inscription 
notations found on the selvedge of panes, booklets, etc. A second 
spreadsheet includes images of the various tagging elements found 
on Canadian stamps. Both of these are fascinating visual references to 
interesting collecting sidelines. 


In May 2014, Gerald Querubin addressed the North 
Toronto Stamp Club. Gerald was the designer of the Royal 
Ontario Museum stamp (issued April 14, 2014). Gerald 
took us through the complete cycle of creating a stamp. 
Part of the design cycle includes the printed material found 
on the inside and outside of the stamp booklet. 


One particular element caught my attention, not sure 
why, but it did. When creating the colour control dots, the 
“Traffic Lights”, Gerald decided he would use the motif 
in the centre ceiling stone of the museum dome. I checked 
other booklets to see if the stamp theme was incorporated 
in the “Traffic Lights”. I quickly found other occurrences. 
However, when talking to other collectors, the “Traffic 
Lights” did not seem to be on anyone’s radar screen. 
I decided to create a ‘Traffic Lights” reference paper/ 
database, highlighting and classifying the unconventional 
“Traffic Lights”. 


The misspelling of “Permanant”, in the tagging of the 
Canadian Pride issue of January, 2012 caught my interest. 
I wondered what other features I had missed within the 
tagging on other Canadian stamps. I found that the stamp 
theme had started to creep into the tagging. The only time 
tagging seemed to become a topic of discussion was when 
an error occurred. I decided to create a paper/database to 
highlight the stamps with unconventional tagging. Many of 
the unconventional tagging has been noted in the Unitrade 
catalogue. There just was no reference material devoted to 
the topic. 


I was stumped on how to capture the images for both 
projects. The Leuchtturm microscope finally enabled me to 
capture the level of clarity I was looking for. 


I hope you find the two projects of interest. 


The databases can be purchased directly from Gary for $25 each, or 
both for $40. You will receive electronic copies with ongoing updates to 
them as a complete new page is built into the database. Depending on 


the issues it could mean an update once a year.
